ThB first book a child ta given 
li a plctUTQ book. Be leami to 
"read" It eaallr. Ho recocnleej the 
picture of the lamlUar thlnga about 
him. He puts his finger on ' the 
ploturt) ot tha dog and saya "dos- 
gle.'" Although hU mother doea not 
consciously atart prtparing Mm 
to read later on, that Is what the 
picture book docs. It prepares him 
lor what the educator cant>''reBd- 
Ing readiness." That picture book 
has ta be sood. 

A good plctuii book Is the one 
that tells a alory by pictures. In 
the first auch book the words 
need not appesr, but they should 
come la the aext book. A sentence 
In largB type that Ulls something 
about tha dog allows the reader to 
become Kajualnlcd wlUi prinL 

The plcturea are the thing how- 
ever. Ftrsl they should picture the 
thins they are telling about. II 
youjhlnk that li alwnis-What.thsy 
do you could be wrong. I see many 
picture books and every onoe In a 
while, especially In the expensive 
ones, the child reader would be 
hard put to telt what the picture 
said. The artist put too many Inn- 
er touches on the Idea, loo miuiy 
useless lines; or he made a dealfin 
of what should have been an ani- 
mal In Ita lamltlar form; or he 
much out for tha child to 
fill In with Imagination that he 
Just skipped It. 

I have nothing acaliut plpnaso 
when he Is shown In the art gaT- 
teri'.
